Anthony Brodzki has filed pro se motions 
for appointment of counsel on appeal, to suspend briefing, and for a temporary 
restraining order. This court has carefully reviewed the final order of the district 
court, the record on appeal, and appellant's motion to proceed in forma pauperis. 
Based on this review, the court has determined that any issues which could be raised 
are insubstantial and that further briefing would not be helpful to the court's 
consideration of the issues. See Taylor v. City of New Albany, 979 F.2d 87 (7th Cir. 
1991); Mather v. Village of Mundelein, 869 F.2d 356, 357 (7th Cir. 1989) (per 
curiam) (court can decide case on motions papers and record where briefing would be 
a waste of time and no member of the panel desires briefing or argument). Brodzki 
alleged in his complaint that the FBI violated his Fourth Amendment rights by using 
electronic and computer equipment to listen to his thoughts and broadcast them. He 
seeks a temporary restraining order from this court on the same basis. The district 
court did not err when dismissed Brodzki's complaint as "transparently frivolous." 
Accordingly, Brodzki's motions for appointment of counsel, to suspend briefing, and 
for a restraining order are denied, and the order of the district court is summarily
